“Nigerian (urban) women

In addition to her teach- 
ing activities at the Univer- 
sity of Nigeria, Mrs.

profession in Ohio. Those 
needs and issues include: 

Public regulation of the 
profession, qualify control

Even though Watson is

He is also 
disappointed by national 
progress which indicates

total of more than 200,000. 

He says measuring the 
progress of black CPAs 
against the base from 
which they started the 
Progress is substantial. 
Ten years ago nationally 
there were approximately 
150 black CPAs out of a 
total population of about 
150,000. 

Although the percentage 
has not changed drastical- 


‘ly, it has grown from 150 to » 


roughly 1200. In 1969, in 
Ohio, there were approxi- 
mately 25 black CPAs in 
Ohio now there are about 
100. The percentages are 
still small but the'improve- 
ment is evident, according 
to Watson.

An African proverb tells us: “When 
a child walks in the path of his father, 
he learns to walk like ‘hifn.” Like 
those before us we must walk with 
integrity and with a commitment to 
the very best possible for our race 
under the conditions which are set 
before us. But we must recognize in 


‘a crucial way that our present situa- 
tion requires that we enter the main 
stage of American life not as mendi- 
cants begging for crumbs on which 
to survive. Rather, our task today is. 
to sit as one with the master at a 
table which is rightfully ours to 
claim and share, even though for the 
thoment we may need to be content 
to take the lowest seat. 

Those who plead for survival 
without a seat at the bargaining 
table must inevitably use one set of 

les. But those who command their 

ghtful place as presumed peefs 
will use far different approaches to

posture of black leadership. Thus 
there are new rules to learn if black 
ericans are to move from amar- 
nai condition of survival and onto 
the path of genuine progress for 
themselves and for the good of the 
nation as a whole.

The Challenge of 
Black Leadership

Black elected officials make up 
less than 1% of the total number of 
elected officials in the U.S., yet they 
have attracted a significant number 
of highly publicized criminal inves- 
tigations which have embarrassed 
them in the press, cost them thou- 
sands of dollars in legal frees, but 
have fesulted in:no convictions. 

Several names come to mind. 
Penple like AJ. Cooper, Mayor of 
Prichard, Atabama, Rep. Witliam 
Olay (D-Missouri), and Rep. Shirley 
Chisolm (D-NY)..all have felt the 
brunt of and have survived such 
attacks. 

During the Congressional and 
state elections of 1978 such tactics 
reached.a critical point and contrib- 
uted greatly to the downfall of three 
influential Black politicians. Former 
U.S. Senator Edward Brooke (R-Ma) 
and former Lt. Governor of Califor- 
nia, Mervyn Dymally,.both lost their 
reelection bids amid widely public- 
ized allegations of unethical activity. 
Former Governor of Colorado, 
George Brown, who had been 


: Mounded for four years by such alle- 
gations but never, formally charged, 
didn’t even bother to run. 

' Once they had been defeated, 
Brooke and Dymally were “coincid- 
entally” cleared of all charges. It is 
certainly a sad reflection on our 
criminal justice system when the 
careers of talented and able men 
can be so unjustly hindered or 
destroyed: 

However, there is some good 
news here. Mervyn Dymally is back. 
tn the November 4th etection he eas- 


ity defeated his Republican oppo- . 


nent to gain representation of Cali- 
fornia’s 31st District, which consists 
of south Los Angeles, an area which 
is 50% Black. | 

Dymally’s victory is certainly .a 
special one. 4t is a personal triumph 
for himself, a political win for Black 
leadership, and a social victory for 
the Black community. His political 
comeback exemplifies the persist- 
ence and courage of minority lead- 
ers who have fought back and sur- 
vived unfair amd unwarranted 
attacks. These are tough, resilient 
people. They are true winners.

Over the past 25 years, deségregation has 
affected every level of our education. The cap- 
stone of this education spiral, are the 41 Black 
colleges |ocated from Ohio to Texas. 

_No segment of education has been hit 
harder by inflation than has these Black col- 
jeges. One of the mosi asked questions of the 
new Reagan administration was, what are 
your views about helping Black colleges. For- 
tunately, the answer has been favorable. 

Since 1944, the United Negro College Fund 
has been the life-blood of these 41 Black col- 
leges. The generosity of. the American people 
has made a college education possible for 
thousands of Black youth. 

Next Monday night, Cleveland will be tested 
for its support of Black colleges. The local 
chapter of the United Negro College Fund, 
under the direction of John A. Glover, has set 
a goal of $70,000 for 1980's telethon. | 


With my 30-odd-year journalistic career 
winding down, | feel it appropriate to cite what 
| regard as some of my major contributionsto . 
the profession, or at least the assignments that 
were the most gratifying to me. 

Coverage of the historical march on 
Washington Aug. 28, 1963 which was cli- 
maxed by Dr. Martin L. King Jr.'s dramatic and 
immortal speech of “! Have A Dream,” was by 
far the most exciting and enjoyable assign- 
ment every carried out by me. ° 

With 250,000 black and white people from 
all walks of life honeycombed around Lincoin 
Memorial, Dr. King, the greatest orator of the 
era, literally thrilled the free world with a 
speech that no historian could overlook. 

it was an occasion that not only intensified 
my race pride, it also enhanced my love and 
appreciation of the journalism profession. 

My 1974 visit to Israel where the President 
Ephraim Katzir extended a royal welcome to 
myself and several other U.S. newsmen and 

women, was also an unforgettable occasion. 
During 4 private conversation, Katzier spoke 
of his many visits to Columbus and inquired 
with affection about Battelle Memorial Insti- 
tute and’Ohio State University. 

Besides touring the Holy sites, the scarred 
battlefields, the Golan Heights and the Suez 
Canal, | spent a day with the some 700 biacks 
who left the states and settled in Israel. The

As there are some 50,000 men and. women in 
Cleveland who have attended these Black col- 
leges, raising $70,000 should be easy. "i 

Untortunately, this is not so. However, in the 
past, Clevelanders have responded, so we 
hope that this year:the response will be even 
better than last year. 

1 was reading the biography of a Black 
Cleveland clergyman the other day: He told 
how he entered Tuskegee Institute with prac- 
tically no money. Yet, the school enrolled him 
and, he eventually graduated with honors. 
Students like this éne could be duplicated 
thousands of times. Without this kind of con- 
cerned policy, thousands of Negroes today 
would not have received a college education. 

Needy students today are begging for. an 
opportunity for an education. If these Black 
colleges are not supported, their hopes for the 
future are dim. 

Lou Rawis under the sponsorship of the 
Budweiser Company and the volunteer heip of 


sons, Jesse Brown, Educational Network, 
Washington, D.C., and Pamela Haynes of the 
Philadelphia, wa smost informative and 
entertaining. 

My four-day coverage of the tense and 
bloody racial confrontation in Selma, Ala in 
1965 in which Dr. King was the driving force 
behind the non-violent demonstration, was 
another historical event that will stick with me’ 
until doomsday. The drive to register black 
voters in Dallas County, was the primary goal 
of the civil rights leaders. To dramatize the 
movement, a federal judge ruling opened the 
way for a march from Selma to Montgomery 
under protection of federal troops, literally 
broke the back of racist opponents to black 
voting rights. p 

It is of interst to note that today blacks are 
not only voting in Selma, but they are holding 
elective offices. It-is_of equal interest to 
observe, that Jim Clark, the Dallas County 
sheriff, the ring leader in the anti-black move- 
ment, is serving a prison term on a narcotic 
related conviction. 

Again, | can be thankful to the journalism 
profession that | was an eyewitness to this 
historical happening.

The controversial visits to South Africa by 
black American sirigers led to a boycott called 
by the Azanian People’s Organization (Azapo) 
of a Ray Charles concert tour in October. 

ironically, Ray Charles, who is perhaps the 
most prominent black artist to tour South 
Africa, visited the country “at the wrong time,” 
according to one activist. 


The Soweto concert was canceled and three 
subsequent shows in the Johannesburg area 
were poorly attended probably because of the 
boycott. At one concert, Azapo organized a 
demonstration. 

In New York, South African exiles Hugh 
Masakela and Bea Benjamin, as well as the 
African National Congress and Arthur Ashe, 
called. on Charles to cancel his tour. Ashe 
reportedly was instrumental in canceling the 
Bjorn Borg-John McEnroe tennis match 
scheduled last month in Bophutha Tswana.

WASHINGTON, D.C. - 
The number of black 
elected officials in the Uni- 
ted States increased by 6.6 
percent between July 1979 
and July 1980, according to 
@ survey conducted by the 
Joint Center for Political 

Studies. 

This is the largest annual 
percentage increase since 
1977 when there was an 8 
percent rise in the number 
of black elected officials. 
The increase dropped to 4 
percent in 1978 and to 2 
percent last year. 

The 1980 edition of the 
Joint Center's annual 
National Roster of Black 
Elected Officials lists, 4,912 
officials in 44 states, the 
District of Columbia, and 

the Virgin Islands. This 
represents a net increase of 
305 officials over the 4,607 
officials identified in the 
1978-79 Roster. Black offi- 
cials elected after July 1980 
are not included in this 
edition. ; . 

The 6.6 percent increase 
in the number of black 
elected officials reverses 
the steady decline, since 
1975, in ‘the rate at which 
blacks were elected to pub- 


~lic office. With this 


increase, blacks, for the 
first time, now hold one’ 
percent of the 490,200 elec- 
tive offices in’ the United 
States. However, blacks 
remain grossly underre- 
presented in elective offi- 
ces throughout the coun- 
try. There are about 19 
black elected officials for 
every 100.000 blacks in the 
population while there are 
252 non-black officials for 
every 100,000 non-blacks. 
According to the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau, blacks com- 
prise 11.8 percent of the 
total U.S. population. 


The five states with the 
largest number of black 
elected officials are: Mis- 
sissippi (387); Louisiana 
(363), !Minois (298), Michi- 
gan (284), and the District 
of Columbia (261). The 


Joint Center's survey also 
shows, once again, that no 
black elected officials have 
been identified in the fol- 


lowing seven states: Idaho,- 


Montana, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Utah, Ver- 
mont and Wyoming. On 
Nov. 4, 1980, a black 
woman was elected to the 
House of Representatives 
from Wyoming.

ever, the number will 
increase to 18 when the 
97th Congress convenes 
next year. In the November 
4th elections blacks gained 
two new seats with the 
election of Gus Savage (D- 
I.) and Mervyn Dymally 
(D-Calif.), but lost one seat 
when Dr. Melvin Evans (R- 
V1) was defeated. Also, two 
new black Representatives 
will fill seats previously 
held by blacks. Harold 
Washington (D-III.) will 
replace Bennett Stewart 
whom. he defeated in the 
Democratic primary, and 
former Judge George 
Crockett (D-Mich.) will fill 
the seat vacated by Charles

The Joint Center's 1980 
Roster shows that 976 
black women now hold 
. elective office. This is 94 
more than in 1979 and 
represents 20 percent of all 
black elected officials. 

Black elected women are 
distributed by level of 
office in much the same 
way as are all black elected 
officials. Most black female 
office-holders servein 
municipal and educational 
positions. There are 450 
black women in municipal 
positions and 339 in educa- 
tional positions.

He went on to-say that Haitians were not offered an 
explanation for asylum procedures and were ‘therefore 
automatically excluded.

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Kwanza ActivitiesTo Be Held 
At Various SitesIn Colu

The Afro-American holi- 
day, Kwanza, was the topic 
of a recent meeting held in 
Columbus. 

Kwanza is a seven-day 
holiday which begins on 
Dec. 26 and ends on Jan. 1. 
The holiday is patterned 
after traditional African 
harvest festivals at which 
communities gather to 
rejoice for their harvest and 
to celebrate their way of 
life. : 

The holiday was started 
by black activist, Dr. Ron 
Karenga in California in 
1966. It is currently cele- 

* brated by black Americans 
all over the United States, 
including approximately 
10,000 people in Colum- 
bus. 

On each day of Kwanza, 
an African principle of liv- 
ing ts emphasized. The 
principles, from day one 
through day seven, respec- 
tively, are: unity, self- 
determination, collective 
work and responsibility, 
cooperative economics, 
purpose, creativity and 
faith. 

During the holiday, fami- 
lies display a mat (symbol- 
izing the foundation of 
African.and Afro-American 
culture) ears of corn 
representing the children 
in the household (one ear 
ot corn for each child), and 
a candieholder-(symboliz-

ing the ancestors) with 
seven candles. African and 
Afro-American music is 
played and food from both 
continents is served. 

During Kwanza, gifts are 
given to the children as 
reward for achievements 
accomplished during the 
yéar. The gifts are either 
made or purchased. If 
bought, they are usually 
purchased after Dec. 25 
and should be bought from 
black businesses or be 
items manufactured by 
blacks or related to black- 
ness (e.g., a book about 
Frederick Douglass). 

On each day of Kwanza, 
celebrants greet each other 
using the word for the prin- 
ciple of the day spoken in 
the Kiswahili language. 
Each family lights a candle 


to honor the day's principle - 


and discusses this princi- 
ple during the evening 
meal. =k 

The family evening meal 
during the last day of 
Kwanza (Jan: 1) is special. 
One custom is for family 
members to eat in tradi- 
tional African fashion 
seated on a mat. Another 
custom is to prepare a plate

Proper communications between the

“Iran is a theocracy and we're a demo-! 


cracy,” he said, adding, “the problem is 
that we are trying to communicate politi- 
cally about the American hostages with a 
country. that is being led by strong_reli- 
gious leaders.” 

Stressing the point further, Hale noted 
that according 'to Islamic law for example 
if a fellow Mosiem mistreats his brother, 
he can later apologize and expect to be 
forgiven for his misdeed. “This is what the 
Irnian's were seeking when they 
requested that we apologize publicly for 
our alleged transgressions toward Iran 
during the reign of, the late Shah.” 

“They merely wanted an aplogy,” Hale 
explained.

“It's a job for the total 
community .. not just for 
the housing industry,” he 
said. “For each housing 
agent to do his/her part of 
the job effectively, there 
must be a strong sense of 
being supported by the 
entire community. At the 
same time, the effort must 
be so visible that minority 
buyers will be convinced 
that we mean what we say.” 

The board has con- 
ducted seminars for real- 
tors and brokers on EOH, 
asked members to use 
EOH logos in advertising, 
and encouraged brokers to 
sign individual affirmative 
marketing agreements, 
Dailey said. A special ‘'vis- 
ibility program" recom- 
mends putting an EOH 
logo on every outdoor 
advertisingsign. using 
inexpensive decals that the 
board has procured in 
quantity.
